Many of the 
Balient points which he made with refer- 
ence to the lock type of canal at 
time came back to Atlantans with 
Cial force yesterday when question 
was finally decided upon. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Shont 
spoke of the wonderful opportunities of 
Atlantan and the south during the build- 
ing of the canai, as well as after the 
@reat waterway is completed. Iie spoke 
of the wonderful natural resources of the 
south, of the coal and iron fields 
the Alabama district, of the magnificent 
agricultural and manufacturing sections 
of this part of the country and their 
close proximity to Panama and 
vantage which would necessarily 
when the question of the type 
cided up, and great armies of workmen 
hurried the center of activity on the 
isthmus. 

This subject was again brought uyand 
considered by many. Atlanta railroad 
men yesterday and all were of the

When the armies of thousands are en- 
gaged on the work, these trainloads of 
materials and supplies will come from 
every direction, and Atlanta as the great 
distributing center of the southeast, wil] 
be directly line with New Orleans and 
many of the gulf ports. This will mean 
a tremendous impétus for al] gf the 
southern gulf ports. according to the 
opinion of experts. In their opinion, 
financiers «will not wait until the canal 
is completed, but now that the type of 
cana) has been determined—and that, too, 
the one requiring the least time to place 
the big ditch in actual operation—they 
will immediately begin the work of es- 
tablishing steamship lines from gulf ports 
and secure gulf port connections. This 
done, they will offer such competition for 
the handling of the vast quantity of ma- 
terial and supplies as will make every 
southern port alive with unprecedented 
activity. 

Atlanta Sure to Grow. 

With the coming activity and growth ot 
all these gulf ports, Atlanta is certain 
to grow even more rapidly. Already the 
Gate City of the south has established 
herself as the great railroag center and 
general distributing point of this entire 
southeast. While Galveston and tho 
southwest will come in for tremendous 
traffic with the opening of the new 
water way. the same is true of the south- 
east, and with the prmecipa} large SyVs- 
tems of the southeast leading to At- 
lanta on their way to New Orleans 4nd 
guif ports, this city will become cosmo- 
politan as ‘well as metropolitan, once the 
door to the far east ig opened with the 
completion. of the canal.
